Good find! Yes, I was aware of this development, and here's the details: 

In 1962, Franklin purchased the assets of the Joseph K. Davidson and sons estate. There were thousands of medals 
included (many were made for the Olympics). In this group, Franklin got the 1889 dies of the Washington Centenial 
Inauguration done by Koch. 

At the time, Bashlow was getting copies made of his CSA cents from the dies he just bought from Bowers. Franklin 
"coattailed" this activity getting approximately 150 of the Washington medals made. He took out a half page ad in Coin 
World trying to market them. I have this ad, and it will be included in the book. 

This is when and why Dick Picker popularized the term "The Massapequa Mint". It had nothing to do with the Franklin 
Hoard material. 

Hope that explains it. 

Don Kagin and I are going to discuss parts of the draft this week, and then I hope to be finished with the research. Am 
trying to get the book put together, starting right after the first of the year.
